The officials point out the fact 
that by co-operation between public 
and employes, more satisfactory re­ 
sults may be obtained all around. 
Parcels being 
sent 
to 
distant 
points will be so much more sure of 
reaching their destination on time if 
brought there now'. 
The clerks state 
that it is astonishing to view 
the 
number of people who walt until the 
very day or so before Christmas and 
then appear at the windows 
with 
packages which they expect to have 
reach California or Maine in time for 
the festival. 
They also issue suggestions as to 
the wrapping of Christmas gifts, urg­ 
ing the point that as the coverings are 
so liable to become torn in 
the 
heavy rush of the holiday season. It 
will be more satisfactory all around 
if precaution is taken in the matter 
of securing heavy paper aud of ty­ 
ing them up well. 
Postmasters have been instructed 
that parcels, not properly wrapped 
must not be accepted for 
mailing.
